I am just in receipt of "Tobacco," 
an Kaglish publication devoted to 
tobacco commerce. Members of th 
Aaaoeiatloa may realiia, after attont- 
ivo perusal of this artiole, how invin- 
cihic farmers would be were they on- 
ly united:

In tbe early portion of Deeember 
we had tbe deeiaioa of tbe Admiral- 
ty in respect to the reeent fenders, 
the resulting business being about 
850 bogabeada. Tbia. I think, is 
the only feature of special moment 
tbat took plane during the month; 
the other buainesa that waa BMVing 
continued to be done in Mlw usual 
retail luode. and, in the aggrregate, 
will not amount to anything worth 
reeording. The pnrebaae by by the 
Admiralty has about cleared up our 
iiiaikct (if \iVcslerD strips; the few 
rcniitioiDif ought now to be of imme- 
diate iatereat to aaera; partiealarly 

is this so as we have news from a 
reliable source in the Statea report- 
ing that fully 75 per eont. of the 
dark Western crop has now Keen 
g lid to the Trusts and Heiries and at 
0)n8iderabiy higher prices than last 
year. Thia la a matter that oansea 
gre.it anxif'ty to ail Independents, 
aa tbe slock of tbe Western tobacco 
BOW on offer is trifling compared 
with a year's consumption. Still it 
sef^ms absidutcly impossible to sugest 
any course by which tbe situation 
may be relievad, Laat year, with 
the Farmers Association oontrolline 
the dark tobacco, the ailuaiion was 
far from aatiafaetorr to onr manu- 
facturers, but the fall effect of the 
Farmers' control wa* not felt, as 
several members of tbe Association 
broke away and aald tbeir tobaeoo6 
loose to the indopcodetit liandlara, 
and this was undoubtedly a material 
beaeflt to market. Hal tbia act oo- 
currel this market would have been 
in bad way as to supplier of Wester 
ns. Kven with this aaaiatanoe the 
poaitioa today ia one that maat eause 
manuficturcrs ;;rcat .-.incrrn, ai- 
there (s ouosiderable danger of de- 
mand overlapping supply. Thh 
is a atrange state of affairs when one 
oon«iders iltat only a f«w yeara at;^

Trust' of cnnrsf, arc not VHiiheiin'l, 
aa allhnogb no one knows what they 
hild. evervoae kaowa that tba bulk 
of the tobacco warehoaaod bare be- 
longs to them. There is no qneation 
that the obtaining of suppiea haa 
a«w got into a moat aaaatlafaatory 

state hoth ior merchants and nianu- 
fioturers; possibly the Tobacco Sec- 
tioa of tba Chamber of Commaree 
eoold anggeat aomo maaaa of im. 
provement. 

Personally, I suppose that unless 
the eO'Operatioo of tbe Troat were 
secured it is impossible to do any 
thing to improve matters. The 
deeiaioa of tbe Lorda to lot tba people 
he the final judges of tbo Budget has 
not resulted in any state of chaos, as 
was prophesied in some quarters; it i> 
not yet poaaible to withdraw tobacco 
without paying duty, aad at Ss. Rd 
or 3s. and a bankera'a guarantee for 
the 8d. 

Taking the year's trade as a whole, 
It luay be considered fairly aatisfao- 
tory. Uf course, oader the greatly 
altorad ooadltloaa *aadar wbleb the 

trade is now unfortunately eonducted 

the volume of business cannot help 
but lie small liv cninparisoii ; when

The last two years have 
been almost failures for the grai < 
erop in Oregon on account of tbe 
drontb. Oaa maa told ha aewad 
1,000 sores last year and reaped only 
800 sacks. They sow in both fall 
and spring hera and harvest from 
July to Saptamber. They do not 
bind and shock as wa do in Kentucky, 
but run either a haadar or a combine. 
It a aamkina, tha gnUa ia and 
threshed all in one operation. It 
takes from thirty to forty five hsrses 
to draw eia of these large oombiaes.

By penny aubscriptlona the loldiera secured enough to erect a atatu* 
to her memory, but this, too. abe rejected. For nearly fifty years she has 
been an Invalid, and yet this "Grand Old Woman of England," at the age ot 
cightyserenli still serene. sweet.helpfal and contented, with a name that will
